From Port Said to Ismailia he-took 
2,500 casts of the lead, and from 
lia ty Suez 1,500 casts, There 
od from 30 feet to 23 feet 
cept at two places—at El 
Guisr, between Lakes Ballsh and Tim- 
sab, aud at Sarapeum, between ‘Timeah 
and the Bitter Lakes, where there were 
but 17 feet, but dredging and blasting 
were hoarly increasing these depths, and 
thea the canal will be perfectly safe from 
eod to end_for vessels drawing 23 feet 
and over.

‘Quincy Adams, then Secretary of State, Wrote 
to Me. Hush, our Minister at Loodon, that 
this whole continent was then "occupied by 
civilized nations,” and therefore no longer 
subj. ct to be colonia-d, under right of dis 
cove'y, by any Europa power. Great Bri- 
tala denied this, and said that the -yhole of 
‘the unoccupied ‘parts of America were open 
to her fature settlements in like manner as 
herctofore—that is “by priority of die 
covery aod occupation.” The assuming 
of this position by Great Britain led 
President "Munrve, in his vext annual 
weeeage, wha speaking of the terri. 
tory la the extreme Northwert, to assert that 
“the American continents, by’ the free and 
“ iudepeudant condition which they bave-as- 
 guined and maintained, are henceforth not 
to be considered as subjects for future col- 
“ onization by any European power.”

sage of President Monroe, or, in other
